Post Office Act, 1898 (6 of 1898), the Central Government hereby makes the fol¬ 
lowing rules further to amend the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, namely;— 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Indian Post Office (Amendment) Rules, 
1967, 

Hi) They shall come into force on the 1st day of May, 1907, 

2, In the Indian Post Office Rules, 1933, after rule 6, the following rile shall 
be inserted, namely:— 

“6.A: A delivery fee of Rs. 1*50 shall be chargeable from the addressee on 
delivery of a ‘Small Packet’ received by the Foreign Post”.
